Officers For 1917-1918 


Ominous indications of the possibility of the United States 
becoming involved in the War in Europe because of menacing 
conditions to our shipping in its regular service of travel and 
transportation across the Atlantic, brought about a spirit of 

‘preparedness in this country, and to this forward movement 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company early in 1916 
gave response as a patriotic individual unit of the enrolled 
militia. A provisional company within the main organization 
was formed by Captain Hamilton in the early part of 1916, 
provided with olive drab uniforms, and started regular drills at 
the armory for service duty under instruction by state and army 
officers. War with Germany was declared in 1917, and when 
Maj. Gen. Lombard was the Commander of the Company 
he decided to continue this line of preparedness and formed a 
battalion for possible state defence or home guard duty. The 
Company had already offered its services to the national and 
state governments for any duty it might be called upon to 
perform. 


The Massachusetts National Guard, of which many members 
of the Ancients were officers, was not called into service of the 
country till July 25, 1917. Col. Willis W. Stover, in command 
of the Fifth Regiment, M.N.G., was, at the drum-head election 
of this historic corps the first Monday in June, 1917, chosen 
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captain of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company for 
1917-18 and presented with the insignia of his command by 
Governor McCall. The full complement of elected officers at

GOV. McCALL’S REMARKS TO CAPTAIN-ELECT 

Colonel Stover, you have been elected to the command of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company. It is only another addition to the fine 
record of your military service. You have served the Commonwealth and 
the country as the colonel of a regiment of the National Guard, and in 
accepting service as commander of this Company you are taking up a work 
in which I feel sure that you can render great patriotic service. 
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COLONEL STOVER’S REPLY 

Your Excellency, I am pleased that it has become my privilege to receive 
this honor at your hands. A little less than a year ago you saw me leave for 
the Mexican border at the head of my regiment. [ little thought at the 
time that I would be at home again to meet you under these very pleasant 
circumstances. In reply to your complimentary remarks, I wish to say that 
it will be my aim, so far as my military duties to the country will permit, 
to see to it that the ancient corps upholdsits reputation for promoting good 
citizenship, upholding the dignity of the country, and supporting the active 
troops in the field. Ithank you for your kind words, and if the exigencies of 
the service permit me to be present on this occasion next year to yield up 
my insignia of office, I trust that Your Excellency and I will meet at that 
time.

The details of the ceremonies of the day, including the election 
and other exercises on Boston Common and the Anniversary 
Banquet in the evening, are set forth descriptively in the 
Annual Year Book of 1916-17. 


THE FALL FIELD DAY 
Visrr to ProvipeNcE AND Newport, R. I. 


War having been declared by the United States with Ger- 
many, Col. Stover was called into service in command of the 
Fifth Regiment of the National Guard and at the period in 
October for the annual Fall Tour of Duty of the Ancients was 
in camp preparing for more strenuous military duty with the 
armed forces of the country. Other officers and members of the 
Ancients had either been called to arms with commands with 
which they were connected or were among the volunteers ready 
to Follow the Flag. Several hundred Ancients, too old for war 
service, were engaged with the State Defence Battalion or 
Provisional Company of the historic corps using their private 
autos transporting troops to and from the camp sites and carry- 
ing enlisted men and officers of the service to and from the 
Wakefield Range for rifle practise. 


Colonel Stover, having advised Lieut. Clarence J. McKenzie, 
temporarily in command of the Ancients, of the probability he 
would be in camp for sometime and near home, to go ahead with 
the arrangements for the Fall Tour of Duty, as it was possible 
he would be able to go with them on a short trip. So, accord- 
ingly a trip to Newport and Providence was decided upon and 
the itinerary and plans for the traditional party were quickly 
and carefully completed. 


From October 1 to 3, 1917, the Company therefore, with 
Colonel Stover in command, occupied the Rhode Island terrain 
selected and carried out its prepared program. Nothing occurred 
to mar the pleasure of the trip, and nothing but patriotic 
exercises and service dominated this customary ancient public 
appearance of the Company, first inaugurated in 1638. 


Assembling on October 1, about 200 members of the Company 
boarded autos at the corner of Commonwealth Avenue and 
Arlington Street, Boston, and proceeded with an escort of 
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Boston Police towards the Rhode Island objective. Maj. James 
W. H. Myrick was in charge of the vehicular cavalcade. Weather 
was bright and favorable, and the ride was fully enjoyed by all 
members and guests, every member participant being in full 
uniform. A similar enjoyable journey marked the course of the 
Company on its way home, October 3. 


Stopping at the celebrated Pomham Club on the bayside shore 
of Providence, Monday, October 1, for dinner at 5.30 p.m., the 
proverbial hospitality of that famous resort reached its climax- 
ing peak at this wonderful repast. Here was the menu:

The headquarters of the Company were established in the 
Hotel Narragansett on arrival back in the city proper, and the 
annual banquet held in the palatial dining room of that hostelry 
at 8 p.m. The city and military officials were among the guests, 
and the entire assemblage comprised about 250 of our own 
members and the invited guests. The usual toasts were offered, 
music enlivened the program, and the oratory, in which Mayor

Curley of Boston stood distinctive in the speaking array, com- 
pared more than favorably with those of similar occasions con- 
ducted by the Company. Adjutant Allen was the toastmaster. 


The next day loomed auspicious, as it meant much to the 
members from an Ancients’ standpoint in military exercises by 
the Company and those maneuvres promised for their edifica- 
tion at the naval station in Newport, R. I. Autos were taken 
for Newport early in the morning, and on arrival at the naval 
station the members marched to the place of rendezvous 
selected, had a short Company inspection by the commander, 
and then prepared for a review tendered Col. Stover by the 
Naval Training School Cadets. Needless to say, the Cadets, 
drilled as they were in the superb manner set down as the 
standard for such training by Navy regulations, furnished an 
exhibition of unified soldiery which thrilled the on-lookers to a 
most enthusiastic degree. In short, the exhibition was well 
worth the time coming from Boston to witness this display of 
ready efficiency by young men who were so soon to go into active 
service for their country. 


The civic committee of Newport then accompanied the 
Ancients to Bailey’s Beach, entertained the members at the 
Casino, and presented the Life-Saving Corps of the beach for 
an exhibition of their prowess and skill in the waves of the 
ocean. This made a concluding feature of the day, most satis- 
factory and enjoyable for everyone in the detachment from the 
Boston company. Soon after, the members boarded autos and 
returned to the Hub of the Universe, well pleased that the 
three-days passed had kept to tradition, and regulations wit- 
nessed a dutiful response of the command to properly observe 
the 280th anniversary of the old and historic company.

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GENERAL COMPANY OBSERVANCES 


Space, and particularly a lack of detailed data not at hand 
when it was finally decided in 1940 to publish this brief record 
for permanent preservation, prevents the compiling of a more 
voluminous book such as those of other annual issues. It may be 
said, however, that Smoke Talks, Rifle Practice and all fixed 
events of Company observances were carried out with success 
and marked conformance to regulations. Most of the year’s 
duties of officers and members took the form of loyal assistance 
to the general war work of the state and nation. 


In the Year Book for 1918-19, may be found much relating 
to the service of this Company, its officers and members, in the: 
World War and other established facts, to show that the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts 
was doing its expected and full share for both state and nation. 
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Parade, Election on Boston Common, with service before at 
the Old South Church and memorial tribute at Captain 
Keayne’s tomb, culminating with the annual banquet in the 
evening at the Copley Plaza Hotel were annual features bril- 
liantly and successfully observed under the command of Lieut. 
Clarence J. McKenzie, who because of Col. Stover’s absence in 
the service of his country, was the acting commander. The 
transfer of the commander’s insignia of office to the newly- 
elected commander, Captain William H. L. Odell, was effected 
by “proxy” and Col. Sidney M. Hedges, past commander, 
formally turned over gorget and espontoon to the Governor and 
Commander in Chief. The newly-elected officers are published 
in the Year Book of 1918-19.
